“ I think we can relax now.”

There is a real reason (I won’t 
say good reason) why the chicken 
population in Fayette County has 
been decreasing for years, until at

The reason is that farmers gen­ 
erally are finding their chickens 
are a liability rather than an as­ 
set, and are not interested in pro­ 
ducing something at a loss. 
At the present time chickens in 
Fayette County, and adjacent coun­ 
ties are no longer regarded as im­ 
portant (except for home use) in 
the farm production schedule, due

;ggs and chickens themselves. 
With the prices of feed a n d 
and amount required to p r o duce 
sizeable fryers and broilers, to say 
nothing about the large amount of 
work necessary to bring chickens 
up to 
marketable weight, it is 
pointed out that not only is there 
no profit in. raising chickens, but 
not counting any work, they a r e 
produced at a loss. 
Recent quotation in the l o c a l 
market was 21 cents per d o z e n 
for eggs; 8 cents per pound for leg­ 
horn hens; 15 cents a pound for 
heavy hens, and 18 cents for fryers 
and broilers.

That is the unlucky numbe" of 
Fayette County young people arrested last 
week in a mass crac kdown on juvenile 
crime.

The patient must be pregnant 
with her second or third child, 
not her first or fourth. 


Within Normal Range 
She must be within the normal 
child-bearing range. Women over 
35 may have lost muscular sup­ 
pleness and be more prone to 
rupture. 
The patient must not be having 
twins or triplets. 
The unborn baby must be lying 
in a normal position. 
A doctor with considerable ob­ 
stetric experience must be willing 
to remain constantly at the pa­ 
tient’s side during elective induc­ 
tion. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER

Induced Labor 
By appointment I mean by in­ 
duced labor, the obstetrical prac­ 
tice doctors call elective induc­ 
tion of labor. This is a procedure 
by which obstetricians are able 
to indace premature labor in 
pregnant women. 
The panel of experts reported 
in the magazine that, “In some 
hospitals one out of every three 
private patients now has her ba­ 
by by appointment.” That seems 
to be far too many. Of cour s e, 
some few patients might be suit­ 
able for elective induction. 
As a guide for doctors and ex­ 
pectant mothers alike, the board 
listed the following criter i a as 
essential before elective ind u c- 
tion can be used safely: 
The patient must be pregnant 
with her second or third child, 
not her first or fourth. 


Within Normal Range 
She must be within the normal 
child-bearing range. Women, over 
35 may have lost muscular sup­ 
pleness and be more prone to 
rupture. 
The patient must not be having 
twins or triplets. 
The unborn baby must be lying 
in a norm,a 1 position. 
A doctor with considerable ob­ 
stetric experience must be w'illing 
to remain constantly at the pa­ 
tient’s side during elective induc­ 
tion. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER
